Arkansas Citj; and Winfield, Kansas, 
suffered greatly from the Hoods. Three 
thousand persons were declared home- 
less in Arkansas City in an appeal 
sent by the Mayor for outside aid. He 
estimated the flood damage there at 
two million dollars.

Philadelphia, June 11 —Fire early 


today destroyed the train shed of- the 
Broad street station, the Philadelphia 
terminus of the Pennsylvania railroad. 
A quantity of mail and baggage and 
a number .of passenger., coaches also 
were consumed. The loss_wa.s expected 
to reach oae million' dollars. The fire, 
started'shortly after 1 a. m. under the 
wooden platform of the train'shed and 
spread so rapidly that many passen- 
gers, in sleeping cars had difficulty in 
escaping. Six alarms were sounded, 
calling all the fire apparatus in the 
city. Hundreds of streams of water 
were poured on the flames, but it was 
not until the huge arch extending from 
Fifteenth to^ Seventeenth street and 
from Market to Filbert was a mass of 
wreckage that the firemen were able to 
check the blaze. The roof of- metal and 
glass collapsed' in many places and the 
brick side walls felt in at several 
points. A number oftrains were in the 
shed when (he fire started. Some were 
gotten out but a dozen or more coach- 
es caught fire and -burned. Railroad 
officials could not say what caused 
the blaze. A roundup by the police 


and hospitals showed that about 2i) 
persons, none of 
them 
passengers, 


were slightly injured, the greater aum- 
.ber were firemen. 


Today all that remained of the great 


arched shed, one of the greatest in the 
world when it was built more than 
40 years ago, was the skeleton frame 
work and the side walls.

several hours. Passengers on incoming 
! trains were discharged at the West 


i Pa. station. When outgoing service 
was restored all trains left from the 
West, Pa., station.
